fic ports as yet are equipped to handle 
only a small share of the movement. 
The great problem is to forward as 
much of the crop as possible before 
winter closes navigation on the Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence system of inland 
waterways leading to Montreal and 
the Atlantic ports. 

here is nothing more impressive in 
Canada’s commercial life than the 
precision and smoothness with which 


- the machinery of the grain trade per- 


forms its huge task, Railways, 
banks, grain dealers, Jake carriers, 
ocean port authorities, the elevators 
in the wheat fields, at the head and 
foot of the Great Lakes and at the 
scaboard—these und other interests 
work at {op speed to receive, clean, 
f&rade,and forward in constant flow as 
great a stream of grain ag the various 
carrying and transhipping facilities 
can handle. The rapidity of tho 
movement is astonishing. The twin 
ports, Fort William and Port Arthur, 
at the head of the Great Lakes, re- 
ceived by railways 261,464,852 bushels 
of grain during the four months Sep- 
tember to December, 1923. In the! 
same perfod 211,383,669 bushels were 
transhipped and forwarded from those 
ports by lake carriers to eastern ports 
and world markets. ‘Tho elevators 
at Fort William and Port Arthur alone 
have a storage capacity of sixty-five 
million bushels. To ‘keep paco with 
the requirements of the grain trade 
the number of elevators in tho Do- 
minion increased from 523 in 1901 to 
4,020 in 1922, and. their capacity from 
18,000,000 bushels to.238,000,009 bush- 
els. 

The lMmits of Canada’s wheat pro- 
ducing capacity have not yet been up- 
proached, even by the great crop of 
1923, amounting to 452,000,000 bushels. 

With the decline of the United 
States as a factor in the export of 
wheat to Europe and the consequent- 
ly heavier demand upon this country, 
the problem which will confront Can- 
ada in marketing her western wheat 
crop in the time availablo before the 
close of navigation on the Great Lakes 
will require the development of .a 
transportation system almost incon- 
celvablo to the mind of the average 
Juyman,

Glasgow Herald Refers to Adverse 

Criticisms Regarding Emigration 

to Canada 

The Canadian Government, in its 
own interests should be prepared to 
offer every facillty to expert investi- 
gators to provo the truth or falsity of 
the adverse reports. being received in 
Great Britain from British immigrants 
in the Dominion as to conditions there, 
; states the Glasgow Herald, after allud- 
ing to the periodical receipt by that 
paper of letters from Scotsmen in Can- 
ada criticizing the Canadian condi- 
tions. 

The Herald admits that, for its own 
part, it does not take seriously the 
alarmist views contained in such let- 
ters, but it says that their recurrence 
now when the tide of emigration is 
flowing strongly towards Canada, is 
disquieting. These letters raise 
doubts as to whether, in some trades 
at least, the saturation point has not 
nearly been reached, the Herald pro- 
ceeds, and whether the time is not ap- 
proaching when,some less spectacular 
system of recruiting emigrants from 
Great Britain than the present one will 
have to be evolved. ¢ 

“Unfortunately,” the Herald con- 
tinues, “thero isthe greatest diff- 
culty in ascertaining for certain how 
much real substance there is for one’s 
doubts and suspicions,” and then it 
makes tho suggestion that the Cana- 
dian Government should invite investi- 
gatfons of the facts in the case. 

“The truth, in the long run,” the 
Herald says, “would be less harmful 
in any case, to the prosperity of the 
Dominion than the steady stream of 
rumor which it is impossible to verify 
{ or disprove.” 

The London Strar publishes letters 
from settlers in Canada, accompanied 
by clippings from Canadian news- 
papers supporting the contentions. of 
this paper in its campaign against 
emigration to Canada. As in pre- 
yious communications in the Star 
theso alleged that conditions in the 
Dominion wero adverse to new set- 
tlers. oe 


‘The Dilemma 


Farmer Sells in a Free Trade Market 

and Buys in a Protected Market 

The east, because of the tariff and 
other influences, has ceased to be 
mainly agricultural. Tho rural popu- 
lation of Ontario is now less than 42 
per cent. of the whole, and the per- 
centage in Quebec is less than 44 per 
cent. In the prairie provinces, taken 
as a whole, the rural population is far 
in excess of the urban. Not only s0, 
but its staple products are wheat and 
other grain, of which an enormous 
surplus must find a market in Great 
Britain. with transportation charges 
which greatly reduce the financial re- 
turns of the grain growers. A pro- 
tective tariff? on grain is, thereforo, 
useless to the western farmeyv, while 
the tariff on manufactures increases 
the price of things he must buy. He 
sells in a free trade market and buys 
in a protected market. 

For this reason the western farmer 
is keenly interested in the tariff and 
also in the cost of transportation. It 
is possible that some of the western 
demands are greater than could be 
= having regard to the general 


conditions of Canada. But any party 
aspiring to govern Canada on general 
and not sectional lines must at, least 
havo a sympathetic understanding in 
the west.—Toronto Globe.

American Millers 
Superiority of Canadian 
Spring Wheat 

Millers south of the border, especial- 
ly those of the Northwestern States, 
recognize and frankly admit tho su- 
perior quality of Canadian hard spring 
wheat. Even in face of the high rate 
of duty imposed by the Fordney fariff, 
largo quantitics of Canadian wheat 
continue to pass over the border at 
Duluth to be used in improving the 
quality of American flour. According 
to United States customs service re- 
ports, the importations of wheat at 
Duluth amounted to 11,602,631 bush- 
els in 1920; 8,763,687 bushels in 1921; 
243,165 bushels in 1922; and 1,010,123 
for the first eleven months of 1923 
Bet notwithstanding tho amount of 
Canadian wheat still going into the 
Northwestern States, flour 
there is not flourishing. 

According to the NorthWestern Na- 
tional Bank Review, published in Min- 
neapolis, flour mills in that state were 
in December running at one-half capa- 
city or less, with the output booked 
almost entirely for domestic trade. 
In contrast with this, readers of the 
Reviow are told, Canadjan mills are 
running at full capacity to meet the 
export demand.

_ A substantial increase in the volume 
of dairy products produced in Alberta 
during the past year, as compared 
with 1922, is reported by the provin- 
cial dairy: commissioner. Value also 
shows a slight increase. In 1923 
there were produced 17,750,000 Ibs. of 
creamery butter, 1,850,000 Ibs. of fac- 
tory cheese, as compared with 15,417,- 
070 Ibs. and 931,992 Ibs., respectively 
in the preceding year.

The disclosures arising out of the 
conferences of the United States ‘lar 
iff Commission in thelr investigations 
into tho relative costs of producing 
wheat in the United States and Can 
ada have constituted one of the mosi 
forcible advertisements for Canadian 
wheat lands, and should act as the 
greatest stimulus and encouragement! 
to those contemplating settlement in 
the Canadian west with the objeci o 
entering upon grain growing. — Like- 
wise it should make Western Cana 
dian farmers view their lol in a new 
light and bo a factor in premotins 
satisfaction and contention. There 
is only one conclusion to be drawn 
from a consideration of the grent mars 
of data presented to the commission 
by the representatives of-agriculiur 
ists in the wheat growing states of Ue 
union, which was arrived at by the 
commission itself, and that is that the 
Canadian farmer can produce wheat 
far more cheaply than can the farme: 
of the United States. 

According to the matter presented 
by agricultural experts to the conunis 
sion for consideration, the factors 
which combine to permit a lower cost 
of wheat production in Canada thin 
{n the United States are larger yields 
per acre, lower taxation and lower 
frelght rates. ‘he combination, ac- 
cording to their arguments, resulted in 
the year 1923 in the Canadian farmer 
being able to produce ai bushel of 
wheat for 46 cents less than the Unit 
ed States farmer, It was shown that, 
on an cleven-year average the produe- 
tion cost per bushel of wheat in the 
United States was $1.58 as against 
$1.22 in Canada, and that in 1928, 
whilst {t cost the United States farm- 
er $1.49 to produco a bushel of wheat 
the Canadian farmer was able i6 pro‘ 
duce the samo bushel for $1.08. 

Some time ago it was shown that 
Canadian farmers dan gel their wheat 
to its outlets very much more cheaply 
than can United States’ farmers, und 
that grain rates from Western United 
States points to United States lake 
terminals are materially higher than 
from Western Canadian points to Can 
adian lake terminals, these rates in 
some cases being as much as fifty per 
cent. higher. ‘Testimony was pre- 
sented to tho commission to show that 
the average cost of wheat transporta- 
tion in the United States was one cent 
for 87 miles; in Canada a bushel could 
be carried for 66 miles for the same 
cent. 

It is naturally widely known that 
Canadian wheat lands can be secured 
at a much lower rate than can United 
States wheat lands. According ta 
the latest available government stat- 
istics, the average price of all land. 
both cultivated and uncultivated, fn 
tho United States is $69.88 per acre. 
whereas the average price of farm 
land actually occupied in Canada is 
but $40 per acre over the entire Do-_ 
minion. ‘The average price of land 
devoted to wheat growing in the Unit- 
ed States has been returned at $$2 per 
acro, whilst the average in Canada 
has been estimated at $43. 

In addition lo producing superios 
wheat as attested by a consistent sei 
jes of annual world championships se- ° 
cured and a world-wide popularity and 
demand, the yield of wheat per acre is 
consistently higher on Canadian land 
in Canada than in the United States. 
Taking the last three years only, the 
average yields in 1921 were 12.7 bish- 
els per acre in the United States and 
18 bushels per acre in Canada; in 
1922, 14 bushels in the United Sintes 
and 17.75 bushels in Canada; and in 
1928, 13.70 bushels in the Uniled 
States and 16.75 bushels in Canada. 

An analysis and comparison of the 
various factors entering into wheat 
production clearly evidences the faci 
that the advantages are all to the 
Canadian grower. Vreight rates 
lower land values, greater soil fertil- 
{ty, and lower taxation combine to put 
the Canadian farmer {n the more ad- 
vantageous position, and when to this 
is added the consideration that the 
grain is uniformly of superlor quality, 
the benefits and advantages of produc- 
ing in Canada becomes immeasurable.

The great mass of iron revealed ia 
Russia by its effect on the compass 
has been estimated by M. Sazareff, in 
a note to the Paris Academy of 
Sciences, to contain sixteen times the 
quantity of this metal exfsting in ali 
other known deposits. Jt occurs in 
two bands, 125 miles long and 80 
miles apart. , Exploration has shown 
ore at a depth of 600 feet, containing 
40 per cent. of iron, and at greater 
depths the ore removed has proven io 
have an increasing percentage of 
metal.

From this time until the snow fell 


we had perfect harvest weather. But 
it came too_late, the proceeds of our 
season’s wérk being less than half of 
what we had counted upon.

Interesting Discovery Is Announced 

. By a Russian Chemist 

A Russian chemist announces a dis- | 
covery that, should it prove true and 
practicable, will revolutionize the in-| 
dustrial world. He claims to have! 
found a method of making wire strong: | 
er than steel out of common rock salt. 
His discovery is the result of a series 
of extraordinary experiments in the 
mutability of metals by structural: 
chemistry. The scientist found that | 
by submitting the rock salt to high 
heat pressure before the elementary 
crystals began to decay he arrested 
the decay by changing the structural 
arrangement of the atoms and mole- 
cules, and this change increased the 
durability and ductability of the suB- 
stance three hundred times.

“Its object is the study. and solution 
of any or all of the moral, soclai and 
economic problems with which the 
community, the province or the Do- 
minion Is faced. Its considered judg- 
ments are respectfully listened to. 
Governments not only welcome but 
seek the advice of its representatives. 

In its seventeen years of history and 
service it has scen many great evils 
overthrown or greatly Jessened.

The disreputable traffic in mental 
and moral poison in the form of bad

But its. positive and constructive 
work is more important and = far 
reaching than its destructive and re- 
strictive efforts in suppressing the 
great evils that are continually prey- 
ing upon the weak,.the foolish, and 
those unable to defend themselves 
against the insidious and terriblo in- 
fluence of these evils. 

The voice of its leaders was over 
heard In advocacy of full orbed de- 
mocracy in the enfranchisement of wo- 
men that means so much on the side 
of moral issues and the welfare of 
children. It supported the establish- 
ment of the Federal Department of 
Health that Js doing so much in pro- 
tecting the public against venereal 
and all other disease, and against phy- 
sically, mentally and morally defective 
immigrants from all lands and in the 
promotion of maternal and child wel- 
fare. 

The council also put the fw] weight 
oi its Influence behind the abolition of 
the partizan patronage system in fed- 
eral and provincial polities that hag 
in days gone by done so much to cor- 
rupt the electorate and debase poli- 
tical lite and waste the people’s 
money, 

But perhaps the greatest work dt is 
doing is in behalf of under-privileged 
children in the various provinees. It 
has supported the cMort to establish 
mothers’ allowances for the support of 
‘ependent widows and their children, 
ior the cstablishment of industrial 
training schools for neglected and de- 
finquent children, and of training 
schools and special classes for the care 
and education of the mentally de- 
ficient whose need of prolection is so 
erent, and who, by no fault of theirs, 
eonslitute so great a social menace. 
Hi alone nas framed and promoted the 
new law compelling -iHlegitimate 
fathers to support their children un- 
tler 16 years of age, already in opera- 
tion in four provinces. It is promot- 
ing also facilities for the education of 
the blind and the deaf, and the cure, 
care and education of the crippled. 

A great work has alvceady been done. 
A yet greater remains to be done. It 
goes without saying that the thirty 
units, church and others, that consti- 
tule the council are entitled to the 
credit for all it has accomplished and 
that in many of its undertikings it has 
liad the support and co-operation of 
other bodies outside its units of mem- 
bership

“There is one thing we have not yet 
discovered. ‘That is how to be neigh- 
borly. The whole of our civilization 
consists In reasonableness, in fair 
play, in kindly consideration one for 
another; of taking the quarrels of in- 
dividuals away from their own = ar- 
bitrament and placing them under the 
custody of disinterested parties. That 
discovery still has to be made,” said 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald at a ban- 
quet by the Pilgrim Society in London 
in honor of Frank 3B. Kellogg, United 
States ambasasdor to Great Britain. 

“May I say without offence—for 
there is no offence in my heart—that 
America lias gone far to make that 
discovery. America and ourselves— 
we want no alllance, we want 10 
documents—America and ourselves 
are in the position of two peoples that 
in spirit, by reason of those great mor- 
al and spiritual forees that are de- 
manded and narrowed by being writ- 
ten down on paper—are prepared to 
stand sido by sido, not in political alll- 
ance, but in human fellowship to 
heal and help each other. 

“We have had our quarrels, as all 
happy families had, but when = any 
great human cause has come beforo 
us, we have looked into our hearts, 
and, hidden right away in their inner- 
most recesses, we have each discover-" 
ed a very shy, but a very. faithful, 
friendship for the other.” 

Remarking that Great Britain al- 
ways had been particularly fortunate 
in tho personalities of the ambassa- 
dors the United States had sent to 
the Court of St. James, Mr. MacDon- 
old predicted that Mr. Kellogg would 
worthily malntain that high stand- 
ard, and that both Mr. Kellogg and 
Str Esme Iioward would have casy 
tasks. 

“We will take his exeellency gener- 
ously into our social life,” Mr. Mac- 
Donald added. “He is not an ofictal. 
Ifo is a,cousin. He belongs to the 
family. UHeis one ofus. If we take 
him to the graveyard where our fore- 
fathers lle, he has his tomb. Ii we 
speak together we speak in our own 
mother tongue. 

“There is a strange, mystic kin- 
ship between us, so that he is more 
than an ambasasdor. He is a repre- 
sentative of an absent branch» of our 
family.” 

Ambassador ‘Kellogg thanked tho 
Pilgrims and Premier for his warm 
welcome and observed that he had 
been born and lived near the Can- 
adian border, where he had oppor: 
tunity to observe the identical peace 
aspirations of the two fraternal pco- 
ples, which had continued for the last 
century. 

He then spoke of the serious con- 
ditions in Europe, which was dividéd 
by age-long racial hatreds and poll- 
ucal and commercial jealousies, and 
was now ina state of collapse and 
ruin. 

“It is my Judgment,” he said, “that 
one of the greatest services the United 
States and the Britlsh Mmpire can 
perform is to set an example of faly, 
broadminded statesmanship in inter- 
national dealings, to maintain the 
sacredness and invivlability of our 
treaties, and to deal with all nations, 
large and small, in a spirit of fairness 
und tolerance,” he said.

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Fall Wheat Acreage 

According to official figures [rem Ot- 
tawa, the area sown to fall wheat in 
1928 for 1924 is considerably Jess than 
in 1922. Up to the end of October, 
the acreage for all Canada was 767,- 
200 acres in 1923 compared with §77,- 
500 acres in 1922, a decrease of 110,- 
300 acres. In Ontario, the area sown 
is 762,100 acres compared with 763,- 
100 acres in 1928, a decrease of 61,000 
acres. In Alberta, it Is estimated 
that the acreage sown is 49,500 com: 
pared with 99,000 acres in 1922, a de- 
crease of fifty per cent. In British 
Columbia, 15,600 acres were sown in 
1928, being 200 acres more than In 


1922.

Jack Pine a Coming Wood 
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Formerly Despised, Is Now Being 
Recognized As a Most Useful 
Wood 

Jack pine, formerly despised, is now 
recognized as a most useful wood. It 
is used in immense quantities for rail- 
way ties, being, in fact, the leading tic 
timber of Eastern Canada. It is also 
being used in increasink quantities for 
lumber. Jack pine is frequently at- 
tacked by a fungal disease, which, in 
the earller stages of its development, 
causes a reddish discoloration often 
referred to as “red stain.” The 
Forest Products Laboratories of the 
Forestry Branch of the Department of 
the Interior recently made a series of 
experiments to determine the effect of 
“red stain” on the strength of the tim- 
ber. The results of these tests show 
that no diminution of the strength re- 
sults from this condition and where 
the appearance of the wood is not im- 
portant there should be no hesitation 
{n employing it. 
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The Locomotive Wins 


Tale of Motor Accidents at 

Railway Crossings 

There were twenty-three railway 
crossing accidents in Canada during 
December. In all but five of them 
motor cars came into collision with 
locomotives. As a result of theso 
accidents seven persons were killed 
and thirty-two injured. 

It is evident that the divers of 
the locomotives were in most cases 
perhaps in all, not to blame. The 
locomotives operate on a private 
right of way, and where they cross 
streets or highways they are not 
supposed to stop so that other vehl- 
cles may pass. ‘This fact docs not 
seem io sink in*as it should. There 
are many reckless people who know 
it and still raco with death in order 
to be first at the crossing, even if it 
is only to draw up after they pass to 
see the train go thundering by. 

The grim tale of December's accl- 
dents proves once more that in tho 
race for the crosslug, death is the 
winner far too often, and that the 
safe thing to do, for motorist or foot 
passenger, Is to give the locomotive 
the right of way the law requires.— 
Toronto Globe.

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The Treatment of Mange 
{Information is Supplied Free by 
Department of Agriculture 

every domestic animal is subject 
to that obnoxious and contagious dis- 
ease mange, scabies or itch, says Dr. 
Hilton, chief veterinary inspector of 
the Dominion Ilealth of Antmals 
Branch in a bulletin “Mange in Cattle, 
Horses and Sheep.” The Animal 
Contagious Diseases Act requires that 
every owner, breeder, dealer and vet- 
erinary surgeon, suspecting the exist- 
ence of the disease shall immediately 
notify the nearest veterinary inspee- 
tor. 

Mange is caused by a minute para- 
site commonly known as a mite, Hving 
on, or in the skin, and reproducing it- 
self by means of eggs. « When it is 
stated that-the female can produce a 
milllon and a half descendants in the 
three months or less, and that they 
swarm off dead animals to He in wait 
for living ones, it will be seen how ter- 
ribly ravaging the disease may. be- 
come. In hig bulletin, which can be 
had free on applying to the Publica- 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, Dr, Wilton concisely bul 
minutely describes the characteristies 
and nature of the disease, and pre- 
scribes treatment, which includes, in 
the case of horses and cattle, first 
washing with hot water and castile 
soap, thoroughly drying, and then ap- 
plying a mixture composed of two 
pounds of sulphur, eight ounces of oil 
of tar, and ono gallon of raw linsecd 
oil. When the outbreak comprises a 
large number of animals, dipping is 
reconimended in a mixture composed 
of 24 pounds of sulphur, ten pounds of 
fresh unslaked lime, and a hundred 
gallons of water. The trealment must 
be appled under the supervision of a 
veterinary inspector. <A list of dis- 
infectants, with instructions as to 
preparation and use, can be obtained 
free of charge on application to the 
Veterinary Inspector-General, Ottawa.

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Record Grain Shipping 


Over 308 Million Bushels Handled At 
Twin Ports 

Canadian shipping handled 180,452,- 
TA7 bushels of the 308,149,718 shipped 
from the ports of Fort William and 
Port Arthur, Ontario, during the 1928 
season of navigation according to a re- 
port issued by the Fort William office 
of the Lake Shippers’ Clearance Asso- 
ciation. 

United Slates shipping is credited 
with Carrying 127,696,971 bushels of 
the total or 62,755,776 bushels_ less 
than was handled by Canad{an boats. 
The tonnage of the few foreign ships 
which were in the trade for a few 
months js not mentioned in the report, 
the object of which is to compare the 
shipping of the two principal fleets. 

The total of over 30S millon bush- 
els of grain handled from these ports 
is made up of 247,568,68L bushels of 
wheat, 01,689,304 bushels of oats, 14,- 
728,922 bushels of barley, 8,187,208 
bushels of flax, and 8,030,603 bushels 
of rye. 

The total for the season {3 néarly 47 
nillion bushels larger than the pre- 
vious record made in 1922, and nearly 
41 milllon bushels in excess of the rec- 
ord made in 1916, the year which held 
the record for all time until 1922, 

The report shows that for the last 
three years the combined or twin ports 
have been tho largest primary grain 
shipping ports in the world, exeeeding 
the totals of both Chicago and Duluth 
for the years mentioned, 


Mining Development In Alberta

Branch for the past year reveal the 
fact that tho greatest development in 
the mining industry in the province of 
Alberta has taken place in the dis- 
trict west of Edmonton served by the 
National Railways. There has been 
an increase in the output of bitumin- 
ous, or fteaim, coal of over a million 
tons aud the greater part of this has 
been in the three mines of the Moun- 
tain Park district.

Cannot Increase Span of Life 


Monkey Glands Will Not Prove An Aid 
to Longevity 

Monkey glands have given people 
more “pep,” but their use will nol re- 
sult in a world where men can live to 
be threo or four hundred years old. 

This is the conclusion of Prof. Wini 
fred Cullis, expert on eugenics, who 
discussed monkey glands in a lecture 
at the selentific novelties exhibition al 
King’s College, London. 

“tf changes can be produced (bs 
monkey glands), do not think il means 
an Inerease in longevity,” she said. 
“All that it means is that the powers 
with which we are gifted will be utiliz 
ed right up to the end. We are not 
going lo increase the span of life.” 

Professor Cullis Said statistics show 
that children of long-lived parents had 
an'expectation of 15 years more of life 
than the average person. 

“If you avant to-tive long, choose 
long-lived parents,” she said. She dec- 
clared that the study of glands formed 
one of the real romances of the past 
twenty or thirty years. Giants and 
tall people, she said, had become so 
because the pituitary gland had been 
very active at the time of growlh. She 
explained that a delicieney-of the 
gland caused dwarfs. 


Eskimo Woman Used Typewriter 


Relic Found on Wrangle Island is 
Shipped to Texas 

Historical significance is -atlached 
to a typewriler which was shipped 
from Toronto to Mrs. Milton Galle in 
Texas. It was used by her son, Mil- 
ton Galle, on the Wrangel Island cx- 
pedition and was one of the relics 
found by the Noice expedition when 
they discovered Ada Blackjack strand- 
ed on the island—the only survivor 
of the heroic little band. Jt was used 
by the Eskimo woman when she wrote 
her diary. If. -Noice, leader of the 
relief expedition which went out in 
1925, which, it will be recalled, dis- 
covered that Alan Crawford of Tor- 
onto and two companions were lost 
and another member of the earlicr 
expedition dicd on the island, brought 
back the typewriter among other ef- 
fects that were found with Ada Dlack- 
jaclc. 


New Gold District In B.C. 

The Portland Canal district of Nor- 
thern British Columbia along the lincs 
of the Canadian National, has become 
one of tho gold and silver producing 
arenas of the world, said L. B. Mabee, 
of the Indian Mines, Portland Canal, 
when interviewed in Winnipeg re- 
cently.

The Dixmude was the latest Ger- 
man airship completed at the time of 
the armistice, and was handed over 
to France and put in commission by 
the French Government instead of be- 
ing, as it should have been, destroyed.

Irrigation and Mixed Farming 


Substantial Gain is Shown in Southern 
Alberta Irrigation District 

Evidence of the manner in which ir- 
rigation is promoting mixed farming 
in Southern Alberta is found in statis- 
tics compiled for the Vauxhall irriga- 
tion district. This is one of the new- 
er Southern Alberta irrigation dis- 
tricts. In 1920 there were only 27 
farms operating in the district; this 
had increased in 1923 to 65. The in- 
creases in livestock in these farms in 
the same period are as follows: 
Horses from 152 to 435; cattle from 
10 to 975; sheep from none to 8,409; 
hogs from 11 to 1,171; and poultry 
Trom 187 to 3,499. The principal pro- 
ducts of the district are wheat and 
coarse grain, potatoes, hay, vegetables 
and livestock and dairy products. 


The Farmer Pays 


He Pays As a Producer and As a 
Consumer and Is Vitally Interest- 
ed In Lower Taxation 
It takes a keen eye and an active 
mind to trace the process by which a 
great proportion of the taxes paid in 
‘Canada eventually comes out of the 
pocket of the farmer; but it does not 
take long to satisfy ourselves that this 
is so. As a general rule taxes are 
paid by the ultimate consumer or the 
producer. In some instances the 
producer is able to pass the tax on to 
the purchaser of his product, but the 
farmer cannot do ‘this because the 
value of his product is fixed by world 
conditions and forces over which he 
has no control. In addition to being 
affected as a producer the farmer also 
pays taxes as a consumer—so he gets 

it both going and coming. 

The farmer is therefore vitally in- 
terested in governmental expendi- 
tures, whether they be federal, pro- 
vincial or municipal.. The more 
these governments spend, the more 
he has to pay. He may think that 
the Jevying of certain kinds of taxes, 
such as the income tax, relieve him of 
part of his tax burden, because the 
city man has to pay heavily under 
these? taxes. But the fact {is clear, 
that wherever possible the business 
man includes such taxes as a part of 
his business expense and the things 
he sells cost just that much more and 
the farmer, who {s unable to add his 
taxes to the price of his wheat, pays 
a very respectable share of the in- 
come taxes pald by business concerns 
with whom he does business. The 
remedy is less Isxpenditure by Gov- 
ernments and Lower Taxation. 


Grain Through Vancouver 

Vancouver has shipped ‘and booked 
for shipment to date almost 50,000,000 
bushels of the 1923 crop. Last year’s 
total crop movement through this port 
was approximately 19,000,000 bushels. 
Up to the end of December the port 
had shipped 12,984,767 bushels of 
grain and additional shipments and 
bookings for the next few months 
amount to 36,400,275 bushels, giving 
a total of 48,385,042 bushels. “

The Text Explained and !Ilumined -

ter, or “chief of staff” Joshua, the son 
of Nun. ‘The change of leaders was 
great, but nothing else was changed; 
and event it was not so great as 
faint hearts in their sorrow are apt to 
think, for the real Leader lives, and 
Moses and Joshua alike were but the 
transmitters of his orders and_ his 
words to Israel (Maclaren). Jehovah 
spake unto Joshua. ‘“God’s voice is 
still speaking, and the spirit-educat- 
ed ear will be quick to discern the 
old music transposefl to a more mod- 
ern key. God is perpetually repeat- 
ing his great affirmations. Moses is 
dead, but the march continues” (Gau- 
trey). Moses my servant is dead; 
now therefore arise and go over this 
Jordan, was the message that Jos- 
hua heard. Do not sit down and give 
way to your grief, but arise,and carry 
Moses’s task; my work must go for- 
ward. To Zo over the Jordan was no 
light command. See the Geographi- 
cal Background and chapters 2-4 of 
Joshua. “Whatever sorrow falls 
upon us there is always a next step 
which must be taken, and always light 
enough to reveal our immediate duty. 
Among the essays of Dr. John Brown, 
the famous author of ‘Rab and his 
Friends,’ there is a noble and touch- 
ing account of the father’s conduct on 
the day when his child died. It was 
on the Sabbath, and he insisted on 
preaching as usual, saying as he went 
to the erucifixon of his pulpit, ‘While 


the’ child was yet alive, I fasted and 


wept, but now that he is dead,-where- 
fore should I fast? Can I bring him 
back again? I shall go to him, but 
he shall not return to me.’ It may 
be, as his son says, that he ought not 
to have done this violence to his emo- 
tions, and yet one cannot but realize 
how much of piety and nobleness was 
in the act; it was the resolute taking 
of the next step in that path of ineluct- 
able duty which God had appointed 
him. To those who dwell in the 
great darkngss of bitterest loss, I 
would affectionately say, then, remem- 
ber the next step, the duty to chil- 
dren, the duty to employers, the duty 
to the worid” (Dr. W. J. Dawson). 
“T like that great, deep, loyal word of 
Ezekiel: ‘In the evening my wife died, 
and in the morning I did as God com- 
manded me.’ Along that road even 
death is defeated, being made to min- 
ister to the further glory of God. 
‘Moses, my servant, is dead; now, 
therefore—.’ How shall we finish the 
sentence? What are we writing in 
our bereavements?- Is it a word of 
despair? Or is it a record of holy 
vow and of renewed consecration?”
